Santa Fe left Fort Osage on July 17, 
1825. 
A lthough trade w ith Santa Fe 
had been

years there was still no exact or safe 
route for overland trains, and it was 
hoped to m ake provision for both 
of 
these. 
Senator Thom as Hart Benton 
in­ 
troduced the 
bill, 
which 
became a 
law, providing for an appropriation 
of $10,000 for the survey of the road, 
|and $20,000 for negotiations with the 
Indians. 
T hree com missioners 
were 
appointed to superintend this survey. 
¡They were Benjamin II. Reeves, lieu­ 
tenant-governor of M issouri; George 
C. Sibley, factor of F o rt O sages; and 
Pierre Menard, of Illinois. 
The la t­ 
ter was engaged in negotiations with 
the Indians of the 
Ohio 
valley, 
so 
Thom as M ather was 
appointed 
to 
take his 
place. 
J. C. Brown 
of 
St. 
Louis was 
employed 
as 
surveyor. 
These with a party of about thirty 
guards and assistants made the start 
fiom Fort Osage on this date. 
Fort Osage, later the town of Sib­ 
ley. was twenty-five miles east of the 
west boundary line of Missouri, and 
fi tin it the survey was 
to 
proceed 
westward to the Mexican boundary. 
Soon afte r beginning ihe work 
the 
party met a deputation of the Osages 
at the present site of Council Groves 
and from them secured permission to 
make the survey and establish a road 
through their country. 
By Septem ­ 
ber 11th, they had completed 
their 
work and had reached the border, 
a 
!distance of 410 miles from Fort Os­ 
age. 
They waited here until the 20th 
expecting to receive fu rth e r instruc­ 
tions and to learn w hat arangem ents 
had been made with the Mexican gov­ 
ernment from completing the survey. 
Failing to receive these Col. Mather 
and Col. Reeves started back, locat­
